Arcot or Forces lying ncar to Charlexont, under the Command of Li-

revent us Executing of our Deſign. We Marchedon ti]] we came with- 
i three Miles ofthe Paſtures where the Cartle lay, notknowing that che

Encmy was ſenſibleof ofir Intention, we now being fo riigh, thought it con- 
venient to reduce our Men intoas gvod Order as poſithle, to receive any 
accidential oppolition that might happen. We had not March- lin this 
caretul poſture above a Mile turther, bur by our Scouts, diſcoycr'd thar 
the Enemy was Ambulcaded in a \Vood oppolite toa Born, throwoh which 
Paſs we were Oblig'd to Marci : Bur having a pre-know!ods of ir, we be- 
gan to conſult which was the moſt proper and iccure way ro Accoit them: 
a: laſtby the Reſolution of Lieutenant Collonel Fro:wmortion, twas cont, ded, 
we ſhould draw up ourForces to the W oad-ſide,v ich was of a contider:- 
ble large Entrance, and after one Voltey break in rpon'them: To 
ceed to which, Orders was given tarough all or Party. The @rifh 
this whilelay very ſilent, till at Jaſt we proceeded and vave them a vor 
warm Salutation: In Anfwer co which, thry at titft made a viory vices 
rous Repulle, which was hotly ditputed on bot! {les for abort 2n kour : 
till ar Jaic fume part of the Irifh began to fly, which cave treth Cou- 
rage to our Erclifh Party, who maintained their Orfſer with ſuch Vicour, 
that the Cowardly Narurcs of the Triſh could bur for a ſort time endure 
It; that ar lair they betook themſelves to a Bogg which lay behind the: 
Wood: whore we could not with any {ate ty Purſuc Cem. to thar 1 CON» 7 
ſiderable pu rt made the ir Ficape that way, that in an hour arid an halt 
time they were throughly Netcated, with the Joſs on their Side of about 
Three Hundred Sfain, boiidis a Hundred and Sixty Fore raken Priforcrs, 
The lols on our {ide was rotabove Fi enty Five Killed, and Fourteen 
Wounded; which did not fo Dilable us, bur we retolv'd ro Fxccote 
our Defſjen, and it poſſible tecure the Cattle : In order ro which, we 
made a Detachment oi Horſe out of our Party, corliftins of wo Pun- 
dred, and ſent them with our Priſoners and Wounded Men back to 
Clomiſh, whill: we Marched forward to {erz the Cattle which lay abour 
a Mile further, which we did, and brought back aboar Fifteen Hun- 
dred Cows, with an Arn{werable Number of Sheep and Garoons. With 
this Succrls wo ended thar prefent Adion, the Acconnt of which 1 knew 
you would Emb-ace with great ſatisfaction.
